proved to the end intended by the laborious Obſer- 
wators, that they bawe greatly advanced that 
part of Sydereal Science, above what it had 
ever before attain'd to, if not almoſt to its utmaſt 
pitch of perfe&ion. | 
Net is it alſo but too bewailably manifeſt that 
the Inſtitution of Celeftial Obſervations, and 
the thence deteftion and deduttion of Planctary 
laces and mations, and compoſure of Aftronomick 
Tables, have of late been generally undertaken, 
by perſons little chilled, if not rather wholly 
Ignorant, of Sydereal ſignifications ; and ſuch 
as knew little elſe concerning the Heavenly Bodies, 
beſide an uncertain and imperfef notion and ac- 
count of their number, order, revolutional periods, 
the quality of their orbs, and frame of the Mun- 
dane ſyſtem, and the craft of wielding a Cua- 
drant or Teleſcope, and of performing the ordi- 
nary Trigonometrical operations; With which 
1mperfett ftock of AFffral Skill, many hate of 
tate undertaken ro frame Tables of the Heavenly 
motions, and do as confidently fer up for Aﬀſtro- 
nomers, as if they had the knowledge of Daniel 
or Abraham. A pretence altogether as Abſurd 
end ridiculous, as if one ſhould take upon him 
to write a Medical Diſpenſatory, witheut any 
farther knowledge of Herbs and other Simples, 
than only a lame and defeftizie notice of their 
wumber, colour, ſhape, places of growth, yearly 
ſeaſons, and other meer ſenſible accidents and out- 
ward Circumſtances,

And in regard of the great my#teruuſneſs of 
wranical portentations and the conſequent difficulty 
of truly underftanding them ; which requires not 
only common Reaſon and Diſcretion, and a fame- 
or-gain-ſpurr'd diligence and Induſtry, by which 
alone the Metrical or Mathematical part of 
this Science may be laudably praftisd and-cultt- 
vated, and accordingly now-a-days commonly 
is ſo; But alſo a pa#ticularly adapted Temper 
and Capacity (Aſtronomers as well as Poets, 
being rather the handy-work of Nature, than 
either of Art or Education:) A propenſion to it 
gore Z its own ſake, and a ſpirit unbyaſſed by 
ucre and partiality, without which the great«ſt 
endeavours will prove utterly vain and fruitleſs. 
And finding alſo that the unhappy thirſt of ſe- 
cular gain, and of the frothy reputation of va- 
rious knowledge, is now ſo predominant in the 
minds of the far greater part of the pretended 
Votaries of Wiſdom, and (amongſt the reſt) of 
the Profeſſcrs and purſuers of this Science 5 Inſti- 
gating (or rather ſeducing) them wain-gloriouſly 
ro tamper with ſo many ſeveral Studies, and 
thoſe alſo utterly unneceſſary, and widely irrela- 
tive to each other, any one of which (to be duly 
Skillful therein) were alone enough to employ 
the whoie time and faculties of any one Man, 
That they never become competent, and much leſs 
perfe& in any ; but are generally ſo weak, imt- 
perfett, and inſufficient, that :neir pradtice © | 
commonly ſucce| leſs or pernicicas to their Clients,

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and no leſs Ignominious ard diſcrediting to them- 
ſekves. It may ſtill be ſadly ſaid and lamented, 
rbat Aſtronomy is but (or hardly) bulf reftor d, 
being but (as Adam before bis Inſpiration) a 
meer Body without @ Soul, | 

For we live in an Ape wherein as well the 
matter as the methods of Study and Learning are 
choſen rather for their faſhionableneſs, and for 
their publick eftcem among Gowned or EFtated 
Men, eſpecially who bave Jong prattisd and 
profeſs d them (though a Divine Pen has long 
ago aſſur'd us, that great Men are not always 
Wiſe, "nor the Aged univerſally Men of under- 
Ftanding) than for their own Intrinſick _dignity 
or excellency ; And rather for their promiſing- 
meſs to the ſecular Fame, Promotion, or advan- 
tage of their Profeſſors, than their tendency or 
neceſſity to the Benefit or Urility of ſuch as conſult 
or employ them. And wherein Youth is by the 
modern unhappy methods of Education, kept ſo 
long in the Porch of Wiſdom's Temple, im Lear- 
ning a parcel of ſilly miſ-called Arts and Old 
Foreign Tongues, little or nothing neceſſary for 
any - wrangling Clerkers (2vbo are but a 
Small and the mot needleſs part of the Profeſſors 
of Science) and in Conning and Comtemplating 
thoſe Pageniſh Fiftions, Dotages, and Macrologi- 
cal Impertinencies, contained in the Books com- 
monly uſed for that purpeſe ; That they never are 
permitted to enter her inner Courts, or have but 


a very ſmall time to abide t'.re, and much too

Freries. © Beſide that their = faculties hy” 
diftorted and depravved by ſuch frivolous and 
Sophi#tical (pretended na Kar preparations, and 
their Heads and Fanſies ſo Fluff d and cloyd 
with Idle and Abfirafted (and mo#ftly or gene- 
rally Erroneous) Notions, who leave no time nor 


room for ſound and praflical knowledge : That 


| 4 the Laws of the Land, or the weakneſs of their 


atrons or Clients did not contribute to enſure 
them an ample or competent livelibood, the ſoli« 
dity of their knowledge, and ſucceſs of their 

attice, would never be able to procure it, ei- 
ther by Phyſick, Aſtronomy, or Divinity, the 
three great branches of My#tical Science : Each 
of which may abundantly be proved to be ex- 
treamly corrupted and erroneous, even where 
they are wvulgarly reputed and moft confidently 
pretended to þ moFt pure and Orthodox. - 

Neither indeed can it poſſibly be otherwiſe, 
when ſuch an invincible wariety not only of 
ſpeculative, but even of the profounde#F and 
mo#t difficult prattical Arts and Studies, are 
undertaken by one individual Perſon, for whom 
any one of them alone were ſufþcient, though 
as bighly fitted and qualified for it, as God 
and Nature do enable any to be ; nothing being 
now and for ſome Ages paſ? d more common, not 
only in Colleges and Univerſities, but in other 
Places abroad in the World alſo, than for one 
end the ſelf ſame Perſon openly to Study, Profeſr, 

a 
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and prafice Arts and Sciences ſo vaFt in them- 
ſelves, and mo#tly or wholly ſo irrelative to one 
enother, as are Medicine, Logick, Rhetorick, 
Natural Philoſophy, Aſtronomy , , and all 
the ſeveral parts of Mathematicks and Geo- 
metry; Latin, Greek, Hebrew , Chaldee, 
Synack, and ſundry other both Ancient and 
Modern Languages, ſometimes a dozen or fif- 
reey together ; Muſick, Drawing, Painting, 
Phyſick, Aſtrology, and ſome. others ; or at 
leaft ſuch a conſiderable plurality of theſe, as 
that any modeft and honeſt minded Man, who 
will not belye his Capacity to advance his Re- 
putation (as it is too plain wery many dn) may 
eafily perceive and will freely moſs them not 
maZterable to any competent perfettion (ſave only 
to make an empty noiſe and ow before ſuch 
as little underitand them) by any one Man 
whatſoever. And ſome of which are not only im- 
pertinent too, but even inconſittent with a due 
proſecution and intelleion of the other ; for what 
uſe of Logick, Rhetorick, .or- Geometry is 
there in the practice of Phyſick, which alſo is of 
it ſelf alone a Science large enough for any one 
Mcn ro mafler, and the like might be ſaid 
of ſundry others. And albeit that AFtrological 
Information may be of good uſe to a Phyſician, 
(as well as Medical Initrutfions to an AStro- 
momer, and to many other kinds of Perſons and 
Profeſſors beſide) yet does it not therefore follow 
that he mutt of jueceſſity Stud 7 both Sciences 

himſelf,

himſelf, ( for then every Man ſhould be ma#ter 
of all Arts and Trades, becauſe he has oftentimes 
uſe for them.) But he rather ſhould in his prattice 
f the one, derive and receive all neceſſary helps 
y the other, from ſuch as make it their whole 
Study and Profeſſion ; and the ſame may be 
| Jaid of Tongues, and all other Arts and Stu- 
dies: for while Men apply their Minds to fo 
many ſeveral Sciences, each of which is ſo va#t 
and profound, and /o little pertinent or related 
tothe ref, they only become meer pratling [mat- 
terers in all, but are really Dexterous and ſuffict- 
ent in none. 

Hence it comes that this tranſcendant Scien- 
ce, the moit. precious "gem among#t the Trea- 
ſures of Wildom, the cleareft Glaſs to bebold 
Almighty Power, and the only Image of Divine 
Ommiſciency 5 which the unbounded goodneſs of 
its ſupream Eternal Author, has ordained for 
the uſe and inflruttion of Man, to dirett his 
ſteps in this wale of tryal and Tribulation, where- 
in he is wholly left to his own fate and diſcre- 
tion, and to his native will and di{pcſition in 
the choice of good or evil, to ſhift for himſelf 
the bef he can, though not without gracious pre- 
miles of rovidential reliefs and aſſt:Fanges upon 
his humble and earne#t prayers to obtain them, 
in all ſuch times and caſes of extream affiifticn 
and adverſity, wherein bis own Wit and indw- 
#try fail tim ; and to enlighten his underftan- 
ding clearly to fee into the dark corners of di-

ſtance and Futurity ; that he may not run blind- 
fold into places and enterpriſes, nor be taken 
unawares like a Bird in a ſnare, when ancuil 
rime comes ſuddenly upon him : Is become ſo 
utterly depraved ard corrupred, that what now 
common! paſſes by its name, is very little elſe 


but a beay of folly and falſchood ; and ſo far 


from any appearance, and from ſhewi effets 
of a de ans beneficial -— pr A mas 
ny are Opinion'd there -is no ſuch Science in 
nature ;- whatever others do affirm of its truth 
and excellency, is nothing but Fancy and Deluſi> 
on; whereby this ſacred Lamp of Divine and 
infinire Wiſdom, which affords all ſatisfattion 
that the mind of Man can difire, concerning 
any thing pait, preſent, or future, is dwindI'd 
into ſmoke and ſnuff, and fallen to the lowe#t 
degrees of contempt with many even of good 
knowledge and capacity, the ſacr:d and venera- 
ble name. and Title of Aſtronomy, being now- 
a-days wholly attributed to and arrogantly aſſu- 
med and-uſurped by the bare Metricat or Mathe- 
matical part of it, which is no more but its very 
buck or ſhell. It being adly and ſhamefully obſer- 
wvable, that the ge of this as well as of 
other myFterious and profeund Sciences, do, through 
4 baſe thirſt after advantage and eppiauſe, and 
# ſordid itch to gain the repute and benefits of 


a great and faſhiomcbl: variety of kill and 
knowledge, not apply their Minds ſo wholly and 
folely ro this ſublime and immenſe $ ny (the

known fame and benefits of which atime if duly 
known fo arms by encugh to [7 ah = 
one mode#t Man ) as is requiſite to a ſull or com- 
petent perfettion therein. To which they afford 
but ſome ſmall part of only their ſpare hours, 
though vaſt and profound enough to employ their 
whole time and faculties, ſo that their skill and 
praflice cannot but be as they are, and as I am 
even unwilling to think, and wery much more 
to mention. 
The diſpleaſing obſervation of thoſe diſ-inge- 
mious proceedings, and the ſway of a ſtrong m- 
clination and affeftion (by many affirm'd to be 
the certain {[ymptom of an equal Adaption) to this 
talleſt and beautifulleſt breach of natural know- 
ledge ; occaſions by the ſight of ſome rutilous 

ſpecks of Truth diſcovered and found to be yet 
unextinguiſhed, in ſtirring up the modern rubbiſh 
its ruins, bave prevail 4 with me to relinqui 
other employments more promiſing to my ſecular 
advantage, and for ſome conſiderable time to ſe- 
queiter my ſelf almo#t wholly from the World, 
fo as to be but little publickly concernd there- 
in, that ſo I might gain the greater leiſures 
and opportwnities to dive into the depths of this 
Science ; for the certain diſcovery of whoſe ſub- 
lime and excellent my#eries, rejecting the fiti= , 
ricus Volumes and wvoiluminous fictions of meer 
gnijorg pretenders, as well anciemt as modern ;

Lind herein as my ends have been boneſt, ' my 
affeftions impartial, my endeavours great, and.

3. The very Proper Names of Oe Signs, 
iven them only for Diſtinction, by ſuch as

* 4. This Science is inſpected and ſtudied 
by many ; not in any vertuous Inclination 
to confider the Works of God, and contem- 
plate the wonderful Harmony hereby diſcer- 
., Nible between Fate and Nature, and to be 
thereby ſerviceable to their Generation ; but 
merely in hope of reaping Profit to them- 
{Elves by the Practice of it, if they fee any 
Ukelihood or poſlibilicy of ſo doing : -Or 
through ſneaking Itch of Praiſe and Ap- 
uſe ; as thinking that if they can but tru- 
predict Things to come, it will be ac- 
counted a glorious Bufinefſs, and make them 
be every where gazed at with Admiration.

6. Many who make a deeper Searctr here» 
into, than by bare Speculation, and (con- 
ceiredly) rational Deduction and Inference ; 
and who fpend fome Time and Pains in 
ding their Knowledge upon their own 
. Experience, by comparing Fares and Acci- 
dents with Radical Poſitions and Directions, 
do yet too haſtily receive, and too credu- 
lonſly ſtick ro efttmate Times of Birth, and 
the given or computed Times of other fig- 
nificant Faces of Heaven, received from the 
Mouths or Hands of others ; and fuch Po- 
fictions, and other Sydereal Particulars as 
they find in theſe erroneous Copies of Hea- 
ven, they take, without further Scruple, or 
Examination, to be the rrue Signs of the 
ſubſequent Events and Occurrences : Where- 
2s, did they bur privately obſerve, and care- 
fully compute ſome few Times of that kind 
themſelves, and compare them with the Ac- 
counts taken by, or received from others, 
they would very frequently find a wide Dif- 
agreement.

8. The Reports and Accounts of the 


Tune and Quality of Actions and Acci- 


dents, both publick and privare, are fome or

erroneaus Notion of: the >ignitications and 
Effects. of a Planerary Direction and Confi- 
guration. Whercfore. .an honeſt Studerir 
ng co be very careful not to be over-haſly 
in believing Relations or Hiſtories, without 
e'Pluraliry of Teflimonies,or oche: ver 
aſſuring Circumſtances ; nor to make bis 
Experience by any , but fuch as tz is, by 
chaſe Means, very ſure of, and beyond the 
FEanger and Pollkiticy of Deccp:13n. 
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9. It muſt be confeſſed, that the long Tg- 
norance of the true Syſtem of the ka 
and of the Frame and Order of the Plane- 
eary Orbs and Motions, and of the true and 
natural Equation of Time, and of other 
chief Uranometricat Matters, and the con- 
ſequent UnexaQneſs and great Imperfe&tion 
of Planetary Tables, both General and Di- 
urnal, has greatly contributed to the ma- 
ny Imperfetions of this Mantical part of che 
Science ; which being wholly grounded up- 
on the other, can, even with the greateſt 
Care and Judgment, be no further perfe& 
than that is ſo. But we hope that as the for- 
mer daily draws nearer to Perfection, by 
che Sagacity and Induſtry of many eminent 
Skillſmen, fo will che other alfo, whoſe hi- 
therto Defects are altogether as excuſable, 
though I cannot fay that its Errours are fo
